Lyons, Wragg File Suit 
Asking Town Pay Costs

Two former school com- 
mitteemen, involved in court 
proceedings regarding the 
failure to reappoint an assistant 
superintendent of schools, have 
filed suit against the town re- 
questing payment of their legal 
fees. 

John F. Lyons and John G. 
Wragg, filed suit in Superior 
Court in Salem, Tuesday, seek- 
ing a court order for payment of 
their legal fees associated with 
the civil rights case brought 
against them by Edward P. 
Regan, who failed to win reap- 
pointment to the school ad- 
ministrative post in 1974. 

Lyons and Wragg note that 
the court proceedings to date 
have amounted to $13,000, with 
the case still pending before the 
U. S. District Court. 

The civil rights case stems 
from the action of Lyons, 
Wragg and current School 
Board Chairman George F. 
Olesen voting against reap- 
pointment of Regan as assistant 
superintendent in April of 1974. 
Regan filed suit in September, 
1975 and it is still pending 
before U. S. District Court 


Judge W. Arthur Garrity. 

Lyons and Wragg have asked 
for assistance from Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin 
and the selectmen on several 
occasions. The manager, with 
the approval of the selectmen, 
named the firm of Putnam, Bell 
and Russell of Boston as 
counsel for Olesen and made 
the firm available to both Lyons 
and Wragg. The latter re- 
quested appointment of their 
own counsel and the town 
manager and selectmen have 
refused requests for financial 
assistance. 

In a statement to the 
TOWNSMAN, following filing 
of the suite, Lyons and Wragg 
said: 

‘With extreme reluctance we 
have recently taken legal action 
against the Town of Andover 
after 18 months of fruitless dis- 
cussions and correspondence 
with the town manager, acting 
for Milton Greenberg and the 
Selectmen. 

“In. the aggregate, we have 
been residents of Andover for

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Mediator May Enter School Negotiations

The Andover School Com- 
mittee Tuesday night will decide 
whether to go along with a 
professional mediator to help set- 
tle the teacher contract 
negotiations, or to return to the 
bargaining table with something 
new. 

The suggestion for a mediator, 
or ‘‘buffer,’’ was made this Tues- 
day by the Andover Education 
Association’s professional 
negotiator after the two sides 
reached an impasse on salary in- 
creases. 

It was the first public 
negotiating session since the two 
sides began meeting in 
November, and both had felt they 
were close to agreement when 
they arrived at Stowe School 


About all they agreed on during 
the heated, four-hour meeting, 
however, was that they disagreed 
on salaries. 

“‘Let’s get someone in now,” 
said Joseph Murphy of the 
Massachusetts Teachers 
Association, the AEA 
spokesman, ‘‘while we’re still 
talking to each other.” 

Along with agreement on some 
other issues, the two sides had 
earlier agreed to a five percent 
salary increase across the board 
for 1977-78, the first of three 
years for which they’re 
negotiating. 

Both were also looking 
favorably on a six percent in- 
crease for each of the next two 
years, with a $1000 ‘‘cap”’ on ‘‘top 
salaries’ and a provision that 
when a six percent increase ex- 
ceeded $1000, the difference 
would be dispersed backward 
down the salary schedule. 

The major stumbling block 
came over definition of ‘‘top 
salaries.” 

School Chairman George 
Olesen and Committeeman 
David Ahouse — the two com- 
mittee representatives at the 
meeting — were adamant 
against any person receiving an 
increase of more than $1000 in 
any one year, exclusive of step 
and track increases. They 
acknowledged, however, that 
some teachers on the lower 
levels might receive ‘‘substan- 
tial’’ raises that went above six 
percent. 

Murphy and the six-man AEA 
negotiating team, on the other 
hand, interpreted ‘‘top’’ 
salaries as those only at the 
highest step — Step 13 of the 
salary schedule for masters, 
masters plus 30, masters plus 
60 and doctorate tracks. 

He said they understood that 
some of the lower steps could 
receive as much as $1500 a year 
through six percent increases 
and money filtering down from 
Step 13 (Olesen said as much as 
35 percent all told over three 
yers), but added that Step 13 
teachers might actually receive 
less than five percent increases 
for the three years of the con- 
tract. 

It would all serve, he said, to 
make the pay schedules more 
equitable at the lower ends, and 
he insisted there was no way 
under the school committee’s 
offer to correct the ‘‘monstrous 
inequities’’ perpetrated four 
years ago when he said the peo- 
ple at the top received 7.6 per- 
cent increases and the rest got 
3.8. 

‘‘We bought the concept of 
caps,’’ Murphy said, ‘‘because 
we could finally correct a bad 
settlement.”

“If we can’t correct the ine- 
quity,’’ he went on, ‘‘we would 
have to revert back to a 
straight 5, 6 and 6 across the 
board.”’

some 40 years. Thus, our con- 
cern for the welfare of the 
Town led us to explore every 
possible legitimate avenue to 
prudently resolve this matter. 

“We repeatedly requested the 
selectmen, who direct the town 
manager through their 
policymaking and financial 
powers, to provide us with com- 
petent, unfettered counsel of 
our choice. 

“Nevertheless, the response 
to every request for reasonable 
action regarding counsel was 
bluntly negative. 

“This matter, regrettably, is 
only the latest in an unpleasant 
sequence of events for Andover 
which were unnecessarily in- 
itiated and endorsed by the 
School Administration. Unfor- 
tunately, we are unable to 
assure the Town that further 
events regarding this school- 
related matter will not occur.”’ 

The latest request for finan- 
cial assistance came on Feb. 14 
when Lyons and Wragg wrote to 
the town manager pointing out 
that legal costs to that date had 
exceeded $13,000, ‘‘and will con- 
tinue to mount as the case 
drags on through the courts. 

‘Legal people with whom we 
have discussed the matter, find 
it incredible that one defendant 
in the case can be provided 
town funds, while two other 
defendants are denied financial 
help by the town manager and 
the chairman of the board of 
selectmen.”’ 

Asking reconsideration of the 
decision made by the board not 
to provide financial assistance, 
the two men advised of the 
possible filing of the suit. 

The town manager replied on 
March 1, indicating that no 
reconsideration was forthcom- 
ing. 

In the suit filed Tuesday 
against Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin, as town 
manager of the town of An- 
dover, Wragg and Lyons note 
the civil rights suit brought by 
Regan against themselves and 
Olesen and the failure to reap- 
point was due to not agreeing 
with Edward P. Regan’s 
philosophy as to the manner in 
which the Andover School 
system should function. 

“At all material times con- 
cerning the allegations set forth 
in this complaint, certain town 
officials, including the chair- 
man of the board of selectmen, 
Milton Greenberg, and other 
members of the board of 
selectmen for Andover, did not 
agree with the plaintiffs 
philosophy of education concer- 
ning the functioning of the An- 
dover school system,”’ the suit 
sets forth. 

The complaint goes on to ex- 
plain that Lyons and Wragg in- 
dicated their desire to choose 
their legal counsel in view of 
the fact they were sued per- 
sonallyy and in view of the 


philosophical differences 


between themselves and the 
board of selectmen. 

While the law firm of Put- 
nam, Bell and Russell was ap- 
pointed to defend Olesen, the 
firm was not the choice of 
Lyons and Wragg, and other 
counsel had been suggested by 
them. Lyons and Wragg _in- 
dicated that their choice of 
counsel was more qualified 
than the firm selected. 

The suite further states, 
“Plaintiffs (Lyons and Wragg) 
proceeded to retain their 
chosen counsel to defend them 
in the civil rights action, due to 
the fact that they feared having 
legal counsel thrust upon them 
in legal actions against 
themselves personally when the 
appointing authority for such 
legal counsel disagreed with 
their educational philosophy 
and as a matter of fact, was in 
substantial agreement with the 
educational philosophy of the 
plaintiff in the civil rights ac- 
tion, Edward P. Regan.” 

Lyons and Wragg further note 
that the legal expenses have 
become. so burdensome, they 
have requested the town to 
allow the utilization of the ser- 
vices of the firm of Putnam, 
Bell and Russell, but the town 
has refused to acceded to their 
requests. 

The court is asked to order 
the reimbursement of legal ex- 
penses. 

Both Lyons and Wragg 
resigned from the school com- 
mittee before the end of their 
term. Lyons stepped down in 
controversy with the town con- 
cerning appointment of special 
counsel to the school com- 
mittee. Olesen announced his 
intent to resign at the same 
time, but later changed his 
mind and continued on the 
board through his term which 
ends with the town election on 
March 28.

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WASHINGTON — Two years 
ago, we named Uganda’s Idi 
Amin as the world’s worst 
leader. His unsolicited advice to 
other world leaders had made 
him a laughing stock. He called 
upon the United Nations to move 
its headquarters to Uganda, 
under his protection. He 
declared a national crisis over 
the smuggling of garden hoes 
out of his country.

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Getting Some Facts 
In Order 


Andover’s bid for an access road from Route 93 into 
the Lowell Junction industrial area, has run into a 
serious snag, due, we feel to some misinformation being 
harbored at the state level. 

At best, the timetable for such a road would be about 
four to five years off, due to studies which must precede 
any construction. 

But, at the Governors Economic Conference meeting 
in Lawrence a few weeks ago, local officials were 
somewhat aghast when the secretary of transportation 
indicated that Lowell Junction access from Route 93 did 
not have a top priority classification. 

Selectman Susan Poore, Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin and State Rep. Gerald Cohen were surprised at 
the reaction of Frederick P. Salvucci, secretary of 
transportation and construction for the Commonwealth. 

Salvucci indicated that the federal government, 
which assists in such highway constructions does not 
look kindly to a number of accesses off interstate 
highways. The cabinet secretary also indicated to local 
officials that the town had classed Lowell Junction as 
an industrial area after Route 93 construction had taken 
place. 

Apparently Salvucci has been unaware that the An- 
dover effort toward obtaining an access road dates back 
to the late 1950’s. The Lowell Junction area now oc- 
cupied by Gillette and other firms, has been classed as 
industrial area for a longer period. 

It was in the late ’50’s that local officials even went to 
Washington to attempt to get federal authorities to alter 
Route 93 plans, to include an access road to the junction 
before construction began, and again during the 
highway construction period. 

During that period of concentrated effort, the local 
delegation was assisted by officials from Wilmington 
and Tewksbury in their bid for the road. 


There was some encouragement along the way,-but - - 


the road never materialized, due at the time, principal- 
ly to there being no industry located in the area, other 
than the Reichhold Chemical plant. 

As for multiple access roads to communities, even 
the argument that Wilmington had at least three within 
a short distance failed to impress federal authorities. 

Continuing efforts have been made over the years for 
further consideration of a road into the industrial area, 
which could conceivable service Andover, Wilmington 
and Tewksbury, but to no avail. 

The most concentrated effort has come in recent 
years with the increased industrial activity in the junc- 
tion, trucking firms, Gillette, Cressey-Dockham and 
other smaller enterprises. 

This has caused severe traffic problems and in some 
cases hazardous conditions in the Ballardvale area. 

With that in mind, the town initiated action to 
accelerate possible construction of an access road. 

Rep. Cohen at the state level, the manager and 
selectmen at the local and regional level, have filed the 
necessary applications, had studies made and received 
top priority ratings from such as the Merrimack Valley 
Regional Planning Commission. 

Yet, possibly due to the snail’s pace at which informa- 
tion travels in bureaucratic circles, the secretary of 
transportation seems unaware of the necessity and 
priority of such a project. 

To that end, the town is now seeking a conference 
with Salvucci to update him on the historical 
background, as well as the necessity of a road to the 
Lowell Junction area. 

Looking at the matter realistically, the access road 
represents more than just a safety factor for Andover, 
it is an avenue to continued industrial growth in the 
area, increased job opportunities and improvement of 
the area economy, all of which we consider to, have top 
priority. 
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County Reform 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

In recent weeks there has been 
considerable discussion of Coun- 
ty Government. For the first 
time in many years we have a 
real chance to make a significant 
change and save the property 
taxpayer some money at the 
same time. Professor Archibald 
Box of Harvard has issued a 
report which calls for the state 
assumption of all County costs in- 
volved in operating the court 
system. This would amount to 
about 60% of the present Essex 
County budget being shifted 
away from the overburdened 
property tax. 

As Professor Cox points out 
“Financing of the Court system 
as a whole is widely dispersed 
and uncoordinated. Over 400 
separate annual budgets are sub- 
mitted by the courts to various 
local, county and commonwealth 
authorities.’’ This is a bad 
system. The recommended 
reform would give some direc- 
tion and clarity to the ad- 
ministration of justice in 
Massachusetts. 

This is one issue that those of 
us that favor abolition of County 
Government and those that favor 
reform can agree on. It is the 
first realistic proposal to begin to 
clear up the mess that County 
Government has been for so 
many years. 

In recent weeks, we have seen 
the self-interested forces that 
will be affected by the Cox Com- 
mission report come to the 
defense of the present system. It 
is now time that those people 
genuinely concerned about the 
delivery of justice and the 
reform of County Government 
make their voices heard. The 
Legislature will be considering 
the reform package in the com- 
ing weeks, and I would urge that 
each of you let your views be 
known. 

Let’s not let this real oppor- 
tunity for reform slip by. It is too 
important to us as taxpayers 
here in Essex County not to let 
our voices be heard loudly and 
clearly in support of this reform.

I do find it regrettable that so 
much emphasis has been placed 
in this election campaign on the 
selectmen’s decision not to 
renew the present Town 
Manager’s contract. Mr. Sullivan 
alleges that there are good and 
sufficient reasons for this turn of 
events, but that apparently some 
things should not be ‘‘bandied 
about in the press.’ I might 
agree to that philosophy if, for 
example, moral terpitude were 
involved. As matters stand, 
however, the people of this town, 
in my opinion, have not been 
adequately informed by the 
Board of Selectmen as to the 
reasons for an action which vital- 
ly affects the functioning of the 
town government; and this in 
spite of Mr. French’s efforts in 
holding a meeting for that pur- 
pose. To many of us it appears 
that this move on the Board’s 
part was of an arbitrary nature 
and not based on solid grounds 
even though it is the Board’s 
prerogative under the charter. It 
seems to me that the Board 
might have avoided this situation 
by being more candid with the 
townspeople, of whom, after all, 
they are the servants. The press 


is the only real medium through 


which such information might 
have been made available. In my 
opinion, advantage should have 
been taken to use the press for 
this purpose even though there 
might have been some ‘‘bandying 
about.”’ 

It seems infitely worse to have 
allowed a situation to develop 
such as Mr. Greenberg 
describes. I wish to state 
categorically that I deplore the 
harrassing tactics to which he 
alleges he has been subjected and 
completely disassociate myself 
from those who indulge in such 
practices. As I have previously 
stated, I personally regret that 


Mr. Greenberg has chosen to 
withdraw aS-a candidate for re- 
election. In a democratic society 
conflicts of opinion should be 
resolved at the ballot box, not by 
poison pen letters. Mr. 
Greenberg is entitled to the 
gratitude of the town for the out- 
standing public service which he 
has rendered to it. He should not 
leave office with a bad taste in 
his mouth. I trust that those who 
support me for office will also 
support a vote of thanks for Mr. 
Greenberg at the annual Town 
Meeting.

Chief of Staff. His respon-
